The appearance of 
the Imperial -Deeren peremptorily ordering 
the local authorities to protect the, mission- 
aries, Lo punish rioters, and to muke specdy 
veparation for the damage done by the mobs 
has also of course spurred them to greater 
ty in the exercisent repressive mensures, 

Bot tho,disnffection that undoubtedly exists 
. Will not -be extinguished by a mere command 
from Peking, which ia ealeulnted rather to 
incense (he members of the Kolao Hui‘and 
impe!-thom to fresh overt acts of. rebellion 
than -to restrain then from further plotting, 
‘The Sceret-Societies will bardly be intimi- 
dated by the punishment of a few of their 
ulimber, and they are niore than likely to be 
stirred to fresh outrages in revenge therefor. 
As Mr, Drumaonp points out, the approach. 
ing triennial Imperial oxamiuation ‘at Nan- 
king will bring. together. some 30,000 
students. This class is always turbulent, 
and will in¢lude hosts of more or less disloyal 
persons, who are either members of tha Kolao 
Hui or will readily co-operate with thém to 
make a disturbance, more especially if the 
object be -an anti-foreign deronstration, 
Until these examinations have been held. it 
would be, moat imprudent for the foreign 
_ Consuls to relax their vigilant watch on the 
- course of events, or for the foreigu men-of- 
- war to leave the ports of the Yanguze.. It 
has yet to be seen whether the Viecroys at 
Nanking and Wuchang aro strong enough 
to do what the Emperor has ordered. The 
Imperial Decree has thrown upon them the 
whole burden of inflicting punishment, re. 
pressing farther disorder, and of paying the 
‘glaims for tho destruction wrought, which 
will uggregate anenormows aum. Itis to be 
feared this will prove beyond their power 
unless assistance be afforded them. ‘It ia 
significant that just at tho time these out- 
breaks threatencd, the Vicoroy of Chih-li 
withdrew the Nan-yang Squadron up North 
to munceuvre with the Ping-yung Squadron. 
His Excellency Lit Huxa-caaxa is too woll
